The test tags attached to 
shipments of seed show the re- 
sults of the purity and germi- 
nation tests of a composite 
sample of the lot of seed from 
which shipment is made. This 
sample is obtained by taking 
small quantities of seed from 
different portions of the lot., 
These are mixed thoroughly so 
as to make the composite 
sample as representative as 
possible of the entire lot of 
seed. A portion of this sample 
is taken to make the purity 
and germination test. That is 
the general method of testing 
seed and is followed by our- 
selves. In most cases the 
analysis is our own but oc- 
casionally we use the analysis 
furnished by the party selling 
us the seed. It is our aim 
to attach such test tags to all 
shipments made. Sometimes a 
tag will be missed or lost from 
the shipment but in such case 
a test tag may be had upon 
request.

Norkan is really a cross between Atlas and Early Sumac cane yet it bears a close re- 
semblance to Atlas and one authority says it may be described best as an Harly Atlas. It 
has the earliness and tonnage of Early Sumac and the palatable white grain of Atlas.

How to Grow Reed Canary 


It should’ haye a relatively cool season for 
starting. Both fall and early spring seeding are 
widely practiced. Use 6 to 8 pounds per acre. 
Sometimes it is sown late in the fall so the 
seed will not germinate ‘until the following 
spring. Be sure to prepare a good seed bed. 
Make it fine, smooth and get it will packed. 
Fall plowing is desirable although spring 
plowing can be worked into a good seed bed.

The 
fibrous roots go deep sometimes 5 feet or more. Highly resistant against 
drought and cold. Remains green after Blue Grass has turned brown 
and dry. It is adapted to a wide range of soils. Does well on clay loam 
and sandy loam soils if not too low in fertility. Stands trampling and 
grazing very well. Fine to grow with alfalfa for hay and widely used 
with it and other clovers and grasses for pasture. While permanent 
it is not difficult to eradicate. If it becomes sod bound a thorough cul- 
tivation generally corrects that. 


Getting a Stand 


Brome Grass is sometimes a little slow in starting. Best results are obtained by 
preparing a good fine solid seed bed same as you would for alfalfa. May be sown 
either in spring or fall when moisture conditions are favorable to start it. The 
seeds are large and light and sometimes a little difficulty is had in feeding it 
through drill spouts. Mixing with sand or dirt or a peck of two of oats per acre 
helps. Keep it stirred and mixed in the box. An endgate seeder may be used. 
Some practice hand sowing. The seed should have a light covering but deep cover- 
ing should be avoided. Wherever possible use a cultipacker or roller after seeding. 
Sow about 18 to 20 Ibs. per acre alone. _In mixture use 8 to_10 lbs. of Brome. 
Eight pounds each of Alfalfa and Brome is a good mixture. Remember it grows 
slowly the first year. What may appear a poor stand the first year is usually sur- 
prisingly good the second.

1250 Ibs. of seed last fall. Another got 360 Ibs. from two 
acres and still another 25 bushels or 1500 lbs. from 2% 
acres. That is 10 bushels per acre. This was from seeds 
planted in rows, 

This clover ripens seed more evenly than other sweet 
clover and the seed hangs on to the plant. Very little 
loss from shattering. In the fall there are practically 
no leaves or blossoms but all seed. 


Characteristics 


It is an annual like Hubam, making its full growth, 
blooming and bearing seed the same year it is sown. It 
is slightly later than Hubam. -It is leafier and has finer 
stems. The crop is very palatable. It is not as bitter 
as most sweet clover. Makes a fine pasture after small 
grain in August, September, when two-year-old sweet 
clovers are dried up. It is an excellent soil builder. 
Its roots are thick and fleshy, very much like the two- 
year sweet clovers. These roots go down about 4 feet. 


How to Make Money 


Its value for fall pasture and for fall plowing of the 
clover for fertilizer will be more common when seed is 
more plentiful and cheaper. Now is the time to cash in 
on it as a seed crop. Sow with small grain using 6 to 8 
pounds per acre. The seed is smaller than other sweet 
clover. Or plant in rows with a corn planter fitted with 
drill plates using about 2 Ibs. per acre. Be sure you have 
a firm seed bed. Pack with a roller if possible after 
seeding. Do not cover over 1 inch. If in rows cultivate 
as soon as you can see the rows and keep it clean.
